Helen, the tract of more than 
850 acres which Hugh T. Birch, 
Antioch College graduate of 18G9, 
gave to Antioch, forming a magni­ 
ficent addition to the college cam ­ 
pus, took place late Friday after­ 
noon. 
Birch, who became a successful 
Chicago lawyer and business man, 
performed 
the 
simple 
ceremony 
of presenting symbols of tile glen s 
beauty and usefulness-water from 
it* streams, a fossil from its earth, 
a green branch from its wealth of 
foliage, to Dr. Arthur PL Morgan, 
president of Antioch. 
The gift of Glen Helen to Antioch 
represents the fulfillment 
of 
a 
small boy's cream of seventy years 
ago, when Birch roamed forbidden 
woods and streams and became an 
ardent student ot 
nature. 
With 
Prof. Edward Orton, who later be­ 
came tile first stare geologist of 
Ohio, he often went on scientific 
trips to intl equeni e l parts of the 
glen, and then lie hoped that some 
day its treasures should 
be free 
and open to Antioch students. 
Birch has built a summer home,

spraying will add 75 to 150 bushels 
p er acre to the yield, says Paul E.

V nsprayed late potatoes usually 
die d u ring A ugust, d u e to th e ef­ 
fects of leaf hoppers and th e hot 
su m m er w eather.
